Professor Dr. Kim Bong Han 


Up to now modern biology has accepted 
the notion of two regulation systems—nerv- 
ous and blood-vessel systems—existing, in 
the living things. Accordingly all physiolo- 
gical changes have been explained only 
with the changes taking place in the two 
systems. Clinical practice, too, has been 
based on the above-mentioned theory. But 
the basic theory of modern biology and me- 
dicine has been unable to solve successiul- 
ly, every problem. Hence, it was assumed 
that to solve all these questions a new 
sphere had to be explored. 


There are many cases of patients which 
are cured by Dongeuihak (Oriental Medi- 
cine), but Western medicine does very 
little. Western medical men have insisted 
that this is the result of the stimulus given 
to nerves by a needle. Dongeuihak scholars 
were opposed to such notions. Their conten- 
tion was that patients were completely 
treated by circulating Kihyul by a needle. 


It was from such points of the Dongeui- 
hak theory that Professor Kim Bong Han 


and his associates discovered the substance 
of Kyungrak, a new system so far unknown 
in the living things. More, its structure, 
form and functions are proved scientifically. 


Results of his study on the substance of 
Kyungrak were presented in detail in his 
two theses, “Electric Changes in Kyung- 
hyul”, in December 1960 and “The Study 
on the Substance of Kyungrak” reported on 
August 18 last year at a scientific meeting 
of the Pyongyang Medical College. 


In his first thesis a scientific exposition 
was made on the presence of certain influ- 
ence gradually transmitting along Kyung- 
maik when a stimulus was given to the 
puncture (Kyunghyul) in the Kyungrak 
system in the human bodies independent of 
nervous and blood-vessel systems. Further, 
it was proved that the influence by stimulus 
differed from that inflicted on the nervous 
system, and that the procession of trans- 
mission coincided with that of Kyunghyul 
as outlined in Dongeuihak. The course ol 
transmission was also distinguishable from 
the distribution of nerves and blood-ves- — 
sels. More, it was proved that the punc- 
tures with such characteristics were fixed 
and stationary. 


The distribution of these punctures coin- 
cided as a whole with the Kyunghyul dis- 
tribution outlined in ‘“Dongeuibogam” 
written in 1610 by Huh Joon, the great me- 
dical scientist of our country who consum- 
mated the theories of his predecessors and 
developed further their systems. 


Dr. Kim Bong Han found, however, there 
exist some additional punctures on Kyung- 
maik outside the regions of Kyunghyul as_ 
shown in the classic writings, He learned 
that the transmission from one Kyunghyul 
to another, from each Kyunghyul to internal 
organs is done along Kyungmaik, and the ~ 
substance of Kyungmaik itself is another 
system in the living bodies in addition to 
the known nerve and blood-vessel systems. — 

Some Western medical men hold that the — 
effectiveness of needle comes from the 
stimulus inflicted on nerves. But Professor 
Kim refuted their contention, asserting that — 
even though the nerves were cut off a 
stimulus given to the Kyungrak system is ~ 
promptly transmitted. . 

This is what Professor Kim Bong Han 
proved in his thesis “Electric Changes in-

After that he went on with his study in 
reater zeal and in the end he succeeded in 
iscovering the substance of Kyungrak. 


" As for the substance of Kyungrak, many 
Be olars negated its existence and regard- 
ed all phenomena, which in the classics of 
ee ceuihak were termed as Kyungrak, as 
a simple process taking place through the 
neuro-reflective or  neuro-humoral  con- 
nection. They misunderstood the mechanism 
‘of acupuncture. They argued that the re- 
gion of Kyunghyul was a mere puncture, 
slightly differing from other regions in the 
distribution of nerves or blood- vessels. 


'Proiessor Kim Bong Han devised a sys- 
tem of his own and succeeded in discover- 
‘ing Kyunghyul. 

_ Kyunghyul is found beneath the epi- 
dermis or in other tissues. It is a small.and 
oval tender structure and it is clearly dis- 
finguishable from the adjacent tissues. 


‘This structure is surrounded by many 
od capillaries. Its size and form vary. 
ome Kyunghyul is a composition of several 
such structures. 

 Kyungmaik consists of clusters of thin 
tubular structures, thcse cross-section is 
‘ound or oval. The diameter of the tubular

very thin membrane. The content of 
Kyungmaik is colourless and transparent, 
nor does it contain any blood-cells or other 
concrete elements. Each tubular structure 
of Kyungmaik is wrapped by connected tis- 
sues and Kyungmaik itself is also wrapped 
by connected tissues. The tubular ‘structure 
of Kyungmaik branches off from Kyungmaik. 
and reaches Kyunghyul. 


Each Kyunghyul is linked with sayaear 
tubular structures of Kyungmaik while the 
thickness of tubular structures of Kyung- 
maik is almost the same along its entire 
length. 


Kyungmaik is soft but the content com- 
pact. It is accompanied by blood-vessels. 
and capillaries which are most densely dis- 
tributed there than in other tissues. 


No Schwann’s cell is found in the tu- 
bular structures of Kyungmaik and their 
diametre is in general larger than the axon- 
cylinder of the nerve. Their morphological 
nature is different from that of the nerve. 


This tubular structure also differs from: 
the lymphatic vessels in the pattern of dis- 
tribution and in the histological nature and 
does not enter the regional lymph nede 
and no lymphocyte is to be seen within the 
tubular structures either in the proximal or 
distal parts from the regional lymph node. 

It has also been established through his-

tological and  experimental-biological re- 
search that Kyungmaik appears clearly dif- 
ferent from nerves, blood-vessels and lymph 
vessels in its structure, distribution and 
nature. 

The function of Kyunghyui is the same as 
indicated in the electrogram of Kyunghyul 
induced on the surface of the skin. For ex- 
ample, the activity of internal organs is re- 
flected in Kyunghyul and is eventually re- 
flected in the function of internal organs. 

At the same time the stimulation of one 
Kyunghyul on Kyungmaik causes changes 
in other Kyunghyul on the same Kyung- 
maik. 

The bio-electrical and functional features 
as in Kyunghyul are not noted in the tis- 
sues around Kyunghyul. When a stimulus 
is given to Kyunghyul connected with the 
movement of the colon in the living things, 
the movement of the colon is strengthened 
markedly but when the surrounding tissues 
are stimulated such phenomenon does not 
occur. When Kyungmaik is cut, such func- 
tion is interrupted between two Kyunghyul 
and between Kyunghyu! and the colon. 


Professor Kim Bong Han issued the re- 


sults of his study on the substance of 
Kyungrak in his thesis “Study on the Sub- 
stance of Kyungrak.”

Thus he furnished proof of the existence 
of Kyungrak, a system so far unknown in 
modern biology. 

The Third Congress of the Workers’ 
Party of Korea held in April 1956 set forth 
the important task before the scientists of 
the country of assimilating the achieve- 
ments registered by advanced science and 
inheriting and developing the priceless na- 
tional cultural heritage of our country. 

Dongeuihak deals with experiences of the 
Korean people accumulated through the 
struggle against diseases through ages, a 
great treasure embracing the experiences of 
wide range gained in the prevention and 
treatment of diseases. i 

Professor Kim Bong Han and his asso- 
ciates regarded Dongeuihak as a science 
with a fine theoretical system. They fought 
with such wrong tendencies of regarding 
that the Dongeuihak theory is not founded 
on a scientific ground or of attempting that 
it should be adjusted in the frame-work of 
accepted scientific system. Professor Kim 
and his associates studied to put the basic 
theory of Dongeuihak on a scientific ground. 


They looked deeper into modern biolo- 
gy and medicine while they stepped up the 
study of the classics handed down by our

ancestors. They pursued their work in the 
dialectical method divorced from the ac- 
cepted research method and rationale. Until 
they discovered the substance of Kyungrak, 
their experiments numbered more than 1,000 
limes. 
_ The Korean people have a priceless medi- 
eal heritage and there are many writings in 
medicine. Some of the mast outstanding 
ones are “Dongeuibogam” and “Chimgoo 
I Kyunghumbang” (published in 1644). 
The theory of Dongeuihak is a fine scien- 
tific system, but it fell short of providing a 
scientific explanation on the Kyungrak sys- 
tem, the very theoretical base of Dongeui- 
hak. 
_ Under the circumstances, the study on 
Dongeuihak presented a series of limita- 
tions. Acccrdingly, the study of the sub- 
ance of Kyungrak was raised as the pres- 
sing question for the development ol 
Dongeuihak. 
The discovery of the substance of Kyung- 
Tak will give a firm scientific and material 
warrant-to the Dongeuihak theory with a 
ong history and open a door to iis develop- 
ment along the path of modern science. 
It has been proved that not only there 
exists the substance of Kyungrak, but the 
functions of the living things are controlled 
; by the Kyungrak systei. Indeed, this 
a great discovery in modern biology and 
dicine, a key to many hitherto unsolved 
' cardinal problems in the biological and 
cal theories. The theory on the substan- 
of Kvungrak presents many new pro- 
ems to the basic theoretical system of the 
hitherto universally recognized modern bislo- 
By. And there will be new great changes in 
medical practice.

| thought that a scientific sub- 
stantiation of Dongeuihak would 
bring about an epoch-making de- 
velopment of the modern: medical 
theory. At the same time it would 
mean inheriting and developing 
Dongeuihak itself. 

From the early days of my study 
| was confronted with many herd 
problems. it was my main trouble 
that | knew little about Dongeui- 
hak theory. | was a student of 
modern Western medicine. 

| began to study deeply the 
classics of Dongeuihak, starting 
with the analystical study of acu- 
puncture. 

In the course of studying the 
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classics of Dongeuihak handed 
down by our ancestors, | realized 
that | had to study first the theory 
on Kyungrak, the base of the 
theory of Dongeuihak. To do thai, 
! was firmly convinced, a new 
method divorced from the frame- 
work of the accepted theoretical 
system had to be explored. 

At the beginning, | tackled fhe 
study of bio-elecirical features of 
Kyungrak. 

The research came to face many 
obstacles. More, the basic concepts 
of the Dongeuthak theory were 
seldom or never explained on the 
basis of modern natural science. 
And this made our work more dif- 
ficult. 

| earnestly studied the Party 
policy on science and | came to 
regard it as one of the lofty du- 
ties set before the scientists of the 
country to inherit and develop 
Dongeuihak. 

lt was by no means an easy job

Though ! studied earnestly the 
region beneath epidermis histologi- 
cally, | could not find the substance 
cf Kyungrak. | knew it would not 
come easily. After all for centuries 
many scientists and medical workers 
of the world looked for it in the 
tissues of the living things, but it was

In all indus- 
trial branches the Chungsan-ri method was im- 
plemented all the more thoroughly and the Par- 
ty’s mass line was embodied all the more com- 
prehensively and deeply in all fields of politics, 
economy and culture in the country. As a result, 
a new turn in socialist construction has been re- 
gistered. 

The speedily advancing industry of our coun- 
try demanded the guidance work be improved 
and perfected. The situation was no different 
with the Daian Electric Appliances Factory be- 
fore the Premier’s personal guidance.

Such a state of affairs called for a high level 
of planning and organization in economic gul- 
dance and reorganization of work system so as to 
bring guidance closer to production and give 2 
unified, centralized guidance to production.

Upholding the Premier’s instructions, the Daian 
Electric Appliances Factory reorganized the ma- 
3  nagement system to meet the actual demands. 
Inthe first place, a new system of guidance 
in production was established so as to enable the 
chief engineer of the factory to guide in a unified 
way the planning, technical arrangements and 
production. Unnecessary steps on the ladder— 
foremen and others—were abolished, with the re- 
sult that it has been made possible to bring gui- 
dance closer to the units of production, even 
though the number of people holding the lead- 
ing posts was reduced. 

The reorganization of guidance system was 
carried out on the principle of bringing guidance 
closer to the lower units, that is, leading work- 
ers going down to the lower units, organizing 
work for the workers, and giving assistance to 
them. Under the new guidance system cadres will 
see to it that materials are delivered to work 
places. 

‘The reorganization of the factory management 
system marked a new turn in improving the gui- 
dance in production by Ministries, Bureaus and 
by all factories and enterprises.

For a smooth flow of production and to save 
labour, it is necessary to introduce at an early 
date comprehensive mechanization at the casting 
shop. In the past, however, the chief engineer 
was not empowered to organize the production 
of equipment necessary for mechanization. Rather, 
it was decided by the “whole” factory. And even 
if the matter was decided, work-shops would as. 
often as not put off the production of such equip- 
ment until they finished the immediate assign- 
ments, 

But today the chief engineer gives guidance 
in a unified way so as to develop technique in 
conformity with the demands of production and 
make the technical progress serve the develop- 
ment of production. So now it is possible to con- 
centrate efforts on the production of equipment. 
necessary for the boost of production. 

During his personal guidance to this factory,. 
Premier Kim I] Sung not Only put the guidance 
system on a_ right track but also saw to it that 
the system of materials supply, too, is reorganized 
and the materials are delivered to the lower units 
from above as in the case of ammunition supply 
to soldiers in war. 

As a result, the factory no longer needs to 
send out people to different enterprises for ma- 
terials. Supply of materials is now taken up by 
the Bureaus. 

Now that the factory has always ample materi- 
als on hand, production naturally goes up. So the 
promise of the transformer shop manager to top 
the plan by more than 50 per cent is well found- 
ed. These days there is a big increase in the 
number of transformers leaving the factory. As @ 
matter of fact daily shipment of transformers has: 
increased from 1380 to 300. 

Goods for factory employees are also supplied 
in the same way as the production materials. } 
The goods supply section people personally go 
to work places with labour protection goods such 
as work clothes, shoes, gloves, etc., for the 
workers. These supplies are given to workers free 

of charge. 

Premier Kim I] Sung’s visit to the factory ins- 
pired the people of Daian to fresh innovations. 

The factory made a good start in the battle 
for fulfilling this year’s assignments which are 
more than two times as high as those of last 
year. By January 25 it had topped by 8 per cent 
the month’s electrical machinery production as- 
signments. During the first 25 days of January 
daily production plan was surpassed by 15 per 
cent in all indices which included new products

Our country this year will beat the target of 
icine five million tons of grain. It comes 
ym the realistic demand of the social and 
economic development of the country. 

The food problem has already been solved in 
he ‘Main in our country. But much more grain is 
nee ded for providing the population and industry 
with more food grain and raw materials, and for 
developing animal husbandry. 

The grain problem, therefore, at present 
uncture is one of the key problems the country 
ace S in socialist construction. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea set the task of 
scaling the six heights this year, the six heights 
18 5 million tons of grain, 250 million meters 
fabrics, 800,000 tons of marine products, 
000 flats, 1.2 million tons of steel and 15

5 million tons of grain is the first and foremost 
task of the year. 

Five million tons of grain—this is an enormous 
figure for our country with a limited area of 
arable land. North Korea was far from self-sup- 
porting in grain production. But today thanks to 
the correct policy and seasoned leadership of the 
Party. and unparalleled labour efforts of the ~ 
people, North Korea has become a land with a 
food surplus. Especially last year the whole na- 3 
tion upholding the Party’s militant call, ‘‘One 
million tons more of grain!’’ worked hard. Last 
year’s grain harvest reached 4,830,000 tons. 


In 1956 grain output was 2,873,000 tons; in 


1960 it was 3,803,000 tons. Thus in four years 
grain output increased by one million tons. But 
in 1961, the nation’s grain yield jumped by one 
million tons in only one year! As a result, grain 
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output...nearly doubled the figure in the peak 


year under Japanese rule. 


This year we will harvest five million tons of 
grain, the target set for the first three years of 
the Seven-Year Plan. The attainment of the 
target will facilitate the fulfilment of the task 
under the Seven-Year Plan period of producing 
6-7 million tons of food grain. 

For this purpose speedy mechanization of 
agriculture is in progress. 

Last year 14,000 tractors (in terms of 15 
h.p.), 1,600 lorries and large quantities of other 
farm machines and implements worked in the 
countryside. Thanks to accelerated mechanization, 
ploughing, land levelling, sowing, weeding, etc., 
were done earlier than as usual, and the peasants 
were released from most of arduous and labour- 
consuming work. 

In 1962, numerous tractors, lorries, tractor- 
drawn farm machines and others will be sent to 
the countryside. 

In the light of the fact that the greater part 
of the country’s territory is mountainous, what 
is important in agricultural mechanization is to 
distribute rationally big, medium and small 
tractors and lorries of different sizes according to 
geographical features and use them in coordina- 
tion with other machines. In this way we will 
carry out an overall mechanization throughout 
the countryside—from plain areas to mountainous 
areas—and mechanize all the important farm 
work. This year the amount of work done by 
machines will be 38 per cent greater than last 


year. 


Tractors are being tested before they are ship- 
ped out to help the countryside scale the height 
of 5 million tons of grain 
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‘with the result that electricity will work more 


_.The success scored by our people in irrigation 
will be further consolidated and irrigation pro- 
jects and afforestation and water conservancy 
work be pushed ahead. Especially, effective use 
of the existing irrigation facilities will go a 
long way towards greater grain production. 

There are over 1,200 reservoirs and 7,800-odd 
pumping stations in the countryside, which water 
more than 800,000 jungbo of paddy and non- 
paddy fields. Today the peasants know no crop 
failure even in adverse weather conditions. 


Many big irrigation projects, the one in the 
Amrok basin included, and medium and small 
irrigation projects are planned for this year. 
Especially the area under rice will be expanded 
by more than 17,000 jungbo. At the same time, 
maintenance and repair of the present irrigation 
installations will be done promptly. Irrigation 
channels and pumping stations. will be redistribu- — 
ted to use irrigation water most effectively. 

Electricity has gone into 92.1 per cent of the 
entire rural villages, and we will further accele- 
rate the rural electrification. This year a great — 
number of medium and small size hydro-power 
stations will be constructed in the rural villages, 


for the peasants in farming and animal breeding. 


From the topographical features of the country 
where two-thirds of the whole territory is moun- 
tainous, it is important to conserve and improve 
land, the basic means of production in agriculture. 
At the same time the acreage of arable land 
must be extended. All this will constitute an 
important factor in harvesting five million tons 
of grain this year. 

As a result of the predatory agricultural policy 
pursued by the Japanese imperialists, much of 
the arable land in our country was _ acidified. 
After liberation much attention was paid to the 
amelioration of acidified land, but there still 
remains much to be done. 

It is, therefore, expected that this year some 
210,000 jungbo of acidified land will be impro- 
ved and enriched by liberal application of mineral — 
and organic fertilizers. This will naturally bring 
about a considerable increase in the per jungbo 
yield. 

This year profound attention will be directed 
to application of chemistry into agriculture. To 
this end the chemical industry will, produce 
700,000 tons of chemical fertilizers, weed-killers, 
pest-killers and other insecticides for agriculture. 
Then much new land will be secured. 

It is also expected that two-crop and mixed- 


crop cultivation will be introduced widely so 
as to boost grain output. 


In view of the fact that our country is sur- 
rounded by sea on three sides and 1,500 to 2,000 
meters high mountain ranges -run through the 
country, even one mountain very often makes 
variation in weather conditions in different areas. 
This calls for varieties of seeds and_ different 
farming technique suitable to each locality. 

The government has dispatched numerous 
agronomists to the countryside to make 
a study of soil conditions of the country and 
select excellent seeds suitable to the specific 
features of each region. The best varieties of 
seeds will bring about a 10-15 per cent increase 
in grain output. Especially the new hybrid maize 
_ seed, it is estimated, will boost the output by 
30-50 per cent. 

; Besides, a scientific manuring system have 
__ been introduced and chemical and_ biological 
_ treatment of seeds is being pushed ahead. Cul- 
tivation of such healthy rice seedlings as cold- 
bed rice-seedlings, dry-bed rice-seedlings, cross- 
bred rice seedlings will make it possible to do 
transplanting earlier than in the past. This will 
: bring about more production. In this way ma- 
terial and technical conditions have been thorough- 
ly created for the production of five million tons 
of grain this year. 

_ Special mention must be made of the fact that 
the Management committees for agricultural co- 
Operatives has recently been newly set up to 
Strengthen economic and _ technical guidance to 
the agricultural co-ops in conformity with new 
‘Tealities of the developing socialist countryside. 
wy every county a management committee for 
agricultural co-operatives consisting of technicians 
and experts is set up. It is a state organ to give 
Suidance to the agricultural co-operatives. It 
Controls and guides in a uniformed way all the 
agricultural bodies in the county, farm machine

Stations, farm machine factories, irrigation offices, 
etc. This will make it possible to explore all 
available reserves latent in the countryside to 
capture the height of five million tons of grain. 

All the peasants and agricultural workers are 
out to scale the height of five million tons of 
grain set by the Party, and they are waging a 
nation-wide socialist emulation drive for increased 
production. Now every county is in a campaign 
for ‘‘100,000-ton county,” ‘‘70,000-ton county,” 
“50,000-ton county,’ or ‘‘30,000-ton county’. 
Now farming preparations are made in full swing. 

All these provide further proof that this year 
our country will surely capture the height of 
five million tons of grain.

Agriculture 


The management committee is reviewing the results of study 
on the seeds suitable to the soil of the region under its guidance 


The county of Sookchun, South Pyongan Pro- 
-vince, which lies on the vast Yoldoosamchulri 
Plain, is one of the famous rice producing areas 
‘In our country. 


But until the Pyongnam Irrigation System was 
‘built the peasants there had to fight drought. 
Land remained arid, and the per jungbo yield of 
rice was 800 kg at highest. When the sowing 
was done the peasants would look up at the 
heaven for rain. Their hearts contracted as they 


-watched the fields parched and crops withered 
under the hot summer sun. 
But the situation is quite different today. 


‘Through the canals of the Pyongnam Irrigation 
System, 800 kilometres long, water flows into the 
fields. Tractors and lorries are working on the 
co-op fields. 

Last year the peasants in the county harvested 
°82,000 tons of grain, despite the unfavourable 
weather conditions. The figure of 82,000 tons 
‘means 4,3 times as high as in 1944, the peak 
harvest year in the pre-liberation days, or 43 per 
‘cent greater than in 1960, the record harvest 
‘year in the county. Distribution of grain to the 
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co-op member households last year averaged 3.3 
tons. And the co-op members earned quite a sum 
of cash too. 

Last year North Korea has a record harvest of 
4.830,000 tons of grain, or one million tons 
more than in the previous year. : 

To make a great leap in agricultural produc- 
tion, the Party has pursued the policy of accele- 
rating technical revolution in the countryside— 
irrigation, electrification and mechanization— 
and improving the state guidance and ihe co-op 
management. The record harvest tells of the 
vitality of the Chungsan-ri spirit and method 
initiated by Premier Kim Il Sung. 

However, the peasants do not rest on their 
laurels. 


The advancing reality poses a number of pro- 
blems. Indeed the Seven-Year Plan is a grand 
program for realizing the industrialization of the 
country and improving the living standards of 
the people to a marked extent. The plan requires 
agriculture to grow more rapidly than in the 
period of the Five-Year Plan. The target is 6-7 
million tons of food grain. In order to carry out 


the vast task confronting agriculture, it is neces- 
sary to extend the results gained in irrigation 
and electrification, to realize mechanization and 
to apply chemistry into agriculture, thus putting 
agricultural production on a firmer agro-scientific 
pasis. For the maximum mobilization of all reser- 
ves for increased agricultural production, reality 
demands more effective use of the modern ma- 
chines and equipment, all-round introduction of 
the achievements of agricultural science and 
further improvement in all spheres of the mana- 
gement of the agricultural co-ops ranging from 
the working out of plans and organization of 
production and labour to the finance and book- 
keeping. 

But the county people’s committees exercising 
the function of guiding agriculture became 
unable to give concentrated, specialized guidance 
to agriculture, and unable to mobilize in full 
reserves for increased production, with the 
result that still bigger achievements could not be 
scored. 

This can be explained by the facts that the 
county people’s committees were not staffed with 
technical personnel needed for production and 
technical guidance, were not provided with the 
conditions for material assistance to agriculture 
and that they had huge tasks to fulfil for the im- 
provement of the material and cultural standards

of the people by dealing with commerce, finance, 
education, culture and public health. 

Such being the situation, the Party, at the 
initiative of Comrade Kim Il Sung, took a crea- 
tive measure for organizing, while keeping intact 
the existing agricultural co-operative system, 
management committees for agricultural co-ope- 
ratives which guide agriculture by the method of 
enterprise running, the method applied by the 
Ministries and Bureaus in guiding and managing 
the enterprises under them. 

The newly formed management committee for 


agricultural co-operatives has a technical gui- 
dance section comprising expert technicians in 
farming, stock breeding, fruit growing, sericul- 


ture, etc., and has necessary sections for giving 
satisfactorily technical and economic guidance to 
agricultural co-ops. It controls and manages in a 
unified way the state agricultural institutions and 
enterprises- in the county such as farm machine 
station, irrigation office, farm machine factory, 
materials supply centre and epidemic prevention 
centre for domestic animals. 

The management committee for agricultural co- 
ops is not an associated leading body of the ag- 
ricultural co-ops but a specialized state agricul- 
tural guidance institution which performs the 
function of guidance as well as the function of 
giving service in production and technical affairs 


by managing the state institutions and enterprises 
serving the production activities of the agricul- 
tural co-ops. 

Organization of the management committees 
for agricultural co-ops represents a revolutionary 
measure of epochal significance in developing the 
country’s agriculture onto a higher level and 
strengthening and developing the agricultural co- 
operative economy. 

Management committees for agricultural co-ops 
have started functioning in each county (district). 
A wave of fresh upsurge is sweeping all rural 
villages of the country, giving rise to new 
changes. 


FIRST UNDERTAKING 


In Sookchun County, the management com- 
mittee for agricultural co-operatives was born in 
December last year. 

Many new faces came to Sookchun to work at 
the newly formed management committee. Among 
them were people from the Ministry of Agricul- 
ture and the Provincial People’s Committee. 
There were also experts and technicians from 
agricultural science research institution. 

The staff of the management committee com- 
prises agro-technicians, zoo-technicians. soil ex- 
perts, specialists in seed breeding, sericulture, 
horticulture, industrial crop cultivation, irriga- 
tion and farm machines. The management com- 
mittee is a big technical collective. 

It has not been long since the management 
committee started functioning. Yet its staff, be it 
the chairman, chief engineer, or a supervisor, is 
well acquainted with the state of affairs of the 
22 agricultural co-ops in the county. The officials 
of the management committee started their work 
at the agricultural co-ops where preparations for 
farming were in full swing. The management 
committee sent guidance groups consisting of 
technical personnel to villages and_ enterprises 
under it such as farm machine station, irrigation 
office and farm machine factory and to various 
individual branches. 

The guidance groups helped the agricultural 
co-ops to work out farming plans and _ took 
scientific and technical measures for carrying out 
the plans. Furthermore, the guidance groups 
mobilized the co-op members for the exploration 
of latent reserves for increased production and 
made a detailed study of the factors of the ag- 
ricultural productive forces. 

A general farming plan was adopted at the 
first meeting of the management committee. The 
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plan. was worked out on the basis of the data 
collected by its officials during their stay in the 
various CO-Ops. 

The management committee has already started 
the work of technical guidance. 

The guidance groups sent to the farm machine 
station organized 15 tractor companies and 58 
platoons under them. One company was sent 
to one village or one for two villages taking into 
account the scale of production and the number 
of farm hands at the co-ops. Mobile repair cars 
and oil delivery cars were in action. As _ for 
irrigation, farm machines and supplies, appro- 
priate measures were taken. 

Activities of the management committee meet 
with the wholehearted support of the co-op 
members. The co-op members welcome the offici- 
als of the management committee who have come 
down to their co-ops to work out production plans 
for them, teach them how to take technical 
measures and ensure timely supply of the materi- 
als in need. 

The managerial workers and members of the 
co-ops are showing great enthusiasm in making 
preparations for farming. i 


FIELDS BUSTLING WITH LIFE 


The co-op fields in Sookchun County are bustl- 
ing with life. The co-op members work with a- 
will under the guidance of the county manage- 
ment committee for agricultural co-operatives. 
They are greatly inspired by the instructions of 
Premier Kim Il Sung on December 18 last year. 
The Premier, who was then in the county to 
guide farming, instructed them to become a 
forerunner in the national ‘‘100,000-ton county” 
drive and set an example to all co-ops of the 
country in comprehensive mechanization. 

Young co-op members in the county undertook 
the reclamation of 1,200 jungbo of tide land. 
They dammed over 30 streams and built embank- 
ments with a total length of 12 kilometres in 
some 70 days and thus completed the reclamation 
project as scheduled. 

The co-op fields are dotted with heaps of com- 
post. 5 tons of compost will be applied for each 
300 pyong of field. 

Young co-op members in Soeun village have 
already prepared compost enough to apply 70 tons 
to each jungbo, but they are working to raise the 
figure to 80 tons for each jungbo. 

The tractor drivers, now carrying compost to 
fields in Songduk village, make one more trip in

rushed spring more than one month. The co-op 
chairman said: 

“We actually started preparations for this 
year’s farming last autumn.” 

We were told that when autumn set in, the 
co-op members started to prepare compost and 
made the belt conveyor and other farm imple- 
ments to get ready for the first field work in the 
spring. And they started silt digging in mid- 
December. 

“Old folks nowaday are quite different. They 
do not want to lag behind the young. Now we 
have Grandpa Li In Baik. On the day when we 
started to work he said that he would be on this. 
We told him we had enough people but he was 
persistent. Now he is with us. He is just over 
there.” 

The chairman’s words led us to Grandpa Li In 
Baik. 

He must be in his fifties, we thought. At any 
rate he was full of peps. As we approached we 
heard him telling a young girl. 

“Hurry now. Spring will soon be here!’’ They 
were loading silt masses on a cart. 

After introducing ourselves to him we asked 
him: 

“Do you dig this river bed for silt every win- 
ter?” 

“We have been doing it for the past seven 
years since the co-op came into being. But this 
year we have more machines’ 

Then he recalled the past. The Ryongchun 
plain had been originally a fertile one. But in 
the pre-liberation days when the country was 
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under Japanese imperialist rule, the land became 
oxidised and gradually lost its fertility. Land 
was overworked, without any measures for land 
amelioration. Soil became very poor. Peasants 
had known that silt would make the land rich 
again. But they simply could not do this because 


_ they were all tenant farmers and their hands al- 


ways full in all seasons, day in and day out. 
Machines were unthinkable. 


“However, today land belongs to the co-op 
and, we have enough machines. We want to make 
every bit of the land fertile... Hey, come, come! 
Load it more.’’ Now the old man was telling the 
girl again. 


When we were about to say goodbye to the 
energetic old man and the girl, a man in work- 
clothes came up to us. He was Li Tai Suk, chair- 
man of the county Party committee. Though we 
had met him a few days ago in his office, we 
could not recognise him in workclothes. He ask- 
ed the people around. 


“How is everything going on? You are doing 
it all right, arn’t you?... 

“Certainly we are!’’ said the peasants’ in 
unison. 

What the Party chairman said inspired all the 
peasants to redoubled efforts in their work. 


Around noon, a mobile art circle group of the 
Shinam-ri Middle School of some 60 members 
came out to the field.

In one house we saw several women selecting 
a best variety of seeds. Baskets on the floor were 
full of big paddy ears. Half of them were ‘‘Libera- 
tion’”’ strain which they had collected in the fields 
before harvest. Besides these, there were “‘Joong- 
saing Eunbang”’ strain, which they secured from 
a neighbcuring county (the seeds are suitable to 
the local climate and soil conditions), and “‘Ryong- 
sung No. 1” brought from Pyongyang. We were 
told that they had secured also the seeds of dry 
field crops and the women. were selecting big 
and best ones. ; 

When we were there two young men came in 
the house. Greeting them the chairman asked. 


“Well, how did it go up there on Mt. Sam- 
song?”’ 

“We think we have got the necessary amount 
of rosin oil. As a matter of fact, I think some 
can be left for next year. And we have enough 
timber for the cold-bed frames to raise rice 
seedlings too... We have to make arrangements 
for bringing them down,” one of the iads ans- 
wered. We learnt that the two lads had peen 
sent to Mt. Samsong to get oil from rosin and 
cut timber for cold-bed frames. 


“Thank you for your trouble. Go to the co-op 
office and wait for me, please!’’ said the chair- 
man. His happy face revealed that he was satisfi- 
ed with everything moving ahead smoothly. 


We also dropped in_ the office of the No. 2 
workteam. The members of the workteam were 
having a meeting there. They were discussing 
how to increase the yield. In 1961 they gathered 
5.05 tons of rice per jungbo, but they were now 
planning to reap 8.5 tons this year. 


Jo Woon Hak, agronomist from the county 
management committee for agricultural  co- 
operatives, was also there at the meeting.

Every day the enemy sent in waves of attacks ‘un- 
der the cover of aircraft, tanks and artillery. Defend- 
ing the height was not an easy work. 

Many grave difficulties popped up. Particularly so 
in the early days of the battle on Height 1,211. Then 


we were without any strong defence positions. On 
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top of it, the worst flood in thirty years hit the re- 
gion washing away roads and bridges. And_ this 
made the supply to the front extremely difficult. 

Some units did not get ammunition and handgrena- 
des regularly and, still worse, some ran out of even 
provisions sometimes. 

Taking advantage of our temporary difficulties, the 
enemy attacked with a greater fury to break through 
our defence on Height 1,211 as soon as possible and 
penetrate deep into the North. 


The enemy, boasting of his “most powerful bembing 
and bombardment”, poured over 30,000 bombs and 
shells a day on Height 1,211. 

Height 1,211, once clothed in thousand-year-old, 
untrodden forest, was in flames like an active volcano, 
and boulders were smashed into ashes. And rock 
powder was as deep as ankle high. 

Literally the height was turned into a sea of flames. 

However, no desperation and efforts of the enemy 
could daunt the spirits of the defenders of Height

The detachment under Squad Leader An Bong Kyoo 
beat back the on-coming enemy scores of times. But 
a few men were wounded and there were no more 
ammunition and handgrenades left. 
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In the morning it seemed they had enough am- 
munition and handgrenades for the day. But the 
enemy's offensive was so tenacious that what they 
had was gone before noon. The enemy gurs began 
to spit fire again. The enemy was preparing for the 
next onslaught. Trenches were destroyed and_ splin- 
ters flew all over the place. 


A few men were sent to the company for ammuni- 
tion and handgrenades. Squad Leader An Bong Kyoo 
kept looking back in the direction to see if they 


were returning. He looked worried. 


At this moment one of his men crawled up to him 
and said: “Comrade Squad Leader! Let's fight daunt- 
lessly like Comrade Li Je Soon.” 

It was Jung Joo Sup, a Party member. He has been 
a junior middle school teacher in Moosan before he 
joined the army. He knew very well about Li Je 
Soon. At the time when the destiny of the fatherland 
seemed bleak, Li Je Soon fought to the last against 
vicious Japanese imperialism even in jail. The Japa- 
nese imperialists imprisoned him, but he fought to 
the last with a firm belief in the victory of the revolu- 
tion. 

The words of

and dauntless spirit, boundlessiy inspired the squad

The squad leader held firmly Joo Sup in his arms. 
As they parted, they went right and left, braving the 
rain of splinters, to tell and encourage their com- 
rades-in-arms to fight like Li Je Soon. What they told 
their men was a fresh source of limitless strength and 
courage to them. 

Valiantly they withstood the repeatedly on-com- 
ing enemy. First they hit the enemy by rolling down 
stones, next time with bayonets and rifle butts and 
then with weapons and handgrenades captured from 
the enemy. Thus they defended the heignt to the 
last. 

There were so many such moving stories connect- — 
ed with the battle on Height 1,211. 

A fighter rushed into the enemy with a bunch of 
handgrenades. He himself became a bomb. Another 
threw himself to block the muzzle of an enemy gun 


like a steel plate. 
An artillery line man with his body re-established 
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the contact of a broken communication line. A bomb- 
gunner shot by an enemy bullet just before breath- 


ing his last charged the gun crying for revenge: 
“Death to the U.S. imperialist aggressors!" While the 
fighters on a_height besieged by the enemy were 
preparing for the last decisive battle, singing the 
"Song of General Kim II Sung”, those on the other 
heights organized shock parties and hit the enemy 
from behind. 

When a height was in danger, even cooks, medics, 
and stretcherbearers came out to the hand-to-hand 
fight with bayonets in their hands. 

In the battle for retaking a nameless ridge west 
of Height 1,211 Li Soo Bok, a nineteen-year-old lad 
and a Youth League member, silenced the muzzle 
of an enemy's heavy machine-gun with his youthfui 
breast, thereby ensuring the victory. Even today 
these immortal events flash before my eyes as if 
they occured yesterday. 

Whenever | recall all this, the image of Comrade 
Kim Choong Jin, the brave warrior of Mt. Chunbo, 
appears before me. He fought single-handed more 
than 300 of the ferocious Japanese regular army to 


the last moment of his life. 


An assaulting party was dispatched for reconnaiter- 
ing and assaulting the enemy camp on Mt. Chunbo. 


But the enemy gave the assaulting party a hot chase. 
At. such moment Comrade Kim Choong Jin all by 
himself lured ihe enemy in other direction. Though 
he was wounded severely he led the blood-thirsty 
enemy up and down over the steep ranges of Mt. 
Chunbo. But he lost so much blood from bleeding 
and was exhausted, and in the end he was surround- 
ed by the enemy. 

The enemy began to close in, shouting “Surrender! 


Surrender!” 
Kim Choong Jin knew he was at the death's door, 


but he was calm and well composed. He shouted: 

“Nothing, even death, would make me surrender. 
Only | will get more of you... You devils, you Jape- 
nese horde. Do you know who | am? | am a soldier 
of General Kim II Sung’s partisans...” 

When he used up his bullets, he groped in the 
darkness with his heavily wounded legs to search 
out rocks. He carried them in his arms and rolled 
them down the slope where the enemy was climb- 
ing up. The louder became the screams of the enemy 
who were hit by the rocks, the more rocks he rolled 
down, grinding his teeth... 

Indeed he was a revolutionary soidier, a phoenix, 


who knew no surrender. 


Such dauntless revolutionary spirit and the Red

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‘vein of the anti-Japanese partisans were incarnated 
in Lesions, ui ‘Soo Bok, Kim Han Shik, An Hak Ryong 
aad) Pak Ki Pyung and all the defenders of Height 
1,211. The men of Height 1,211 could fight the enemy 
and ‘be victorious in the raging battle flames in which 
even rocks burned, because they fought with hearts 
filled with the firm fighting spirit and hopes like the 
partisans who had fought Japanese imperiaiism. “We 
will die for the sake of the fatherland and live en- 
joying the affection of the people!” Such was the 
slogan’ of the partisans. 

When the provisions ran out, they picked in the 
smothering bushes cranberries and wild grapes. 
Sometimes an ear of maize as big as a finger was a 
day's ration for several men. The little ear of maize 
was passed around twice but hardly any grain was 
touched. 


Not only in the question of provisions, whenever 
a difficult situation arose, everyone of the fighters 
first thought the fellow next to him and officers. They 
helped each other, valued each other and vied with 
each. other in performing difficult tasks. Even on this 
height the revolutionary comradeship and the mili- 
tant beautiful tradition of the unity of officers and 
soldiers which are characteristics of our People’s 
Army were displayed. 

Another noble feature | witnessed among our men 
in the hard-fought battle on Height 1,211 was this. 


The fighters not only carried out without fail the 
orders of the Party and the Leader however difficult 
the situation might be but they did it creatively and 
admirably to the last. 

One day in mid-September, 1951, | was over at 
Height 1,300 in the rear of Height 1,211. Half up- 
ward the height, | heard clinking sounds as though 
they were hammering. | looked in the direction 
where the sound was coming from.

So they 
smelted the enemy's blind shells to make sledge 
hammers and hammers.

Then the 
infantry followed their suit. The foot soldiers built

When something — 
went wrong with their rifles, they repaired them by 
themselves with the enemy's cartridge clips picked © 
up in the battle fields. 

There was really no force on earth which could — 


make our defenders of Height 1,211 yield. 


Battle was so fierce. Yet wherever our men were 
there was always singing. They—workers, peasants 
and students of yesterday—derived fresh energy and 
courage from singing. Even while fighting, they com- 
posed songs and poetries, songs to be loved by all 
and poetries full of spirit. That was not all. Our men 
who “are worth their weight in gold" in the rain of

Such optimism, too, sprang from the conviction of 
the victory of the revolution and of the yet brighter 
morrow.

MILITARY AND POLICE EXPEN- 
DITURES: Money for the army and 
police has increased by 61,000 mil- 
lion whan over last year. In addi- 
tion 45,000 million whan is expect- 
ed fo be added to defence with 
the U.S. “military aid". Altogether 
they will spend 106,000 million 
whan for the military and police 
more than last year. This bespeaks 
ence again the schemes of U.S. 
imperialism to impose the unbeara- 
ble financial burden for its agcres- 
sion upon the South Korean peo- 
ple. 

INVESTMENTS AND LOANS: 32 
per cent in the total budgetary ex- 
oenditures go to what they call a 
“five-year plan”. 

But they are not designed for 
the restoration and development of 
the rural and fishing villages. Nor 
are they for recovery of the na- 
fional economy as a whole. Most 
of them are to be used for tran- 
sport, communications, power in- 
dustry, construction of roads, har- 
bors, all indispensable for the in- 
crease of military strength and also 
for acquisition of military supplies 
and strategic materials. This will al- 
so serve to creating conditions for 
the penetration of foreign mono- 
poly capital into South Korea. 


PUBLIC SERVICE: Funds for pub- 
lic health, social welfare and edu- 
cation are drastically cut. Money 
earmarked for public health and 
social welfare shows a decrease of 
53 per cent compared with 1961. 
Expenditures for public health, so- 
cial welfare and education put 
together take no more than 14 per 
cent of last year's budget. 

TAXES: The fascist military  re- 
gime plans to collect more taxes 
this year. To be exact, 48,400 mil- 
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lion whan, including the income of 
the monopoly bureau, more than 
last year. But the actual amount 
comes to 65,900 million whan high- 
tr than last year when the taxes 
transferred to local taxes, such as 
the tax on land, are taken into ac- 
count. 


Prior to drawing up the budget 
the military ruffians drastically re- 
vised the “tax law" so as to 
squeeze more money from the 
people. The proportion of the in- 
direct faxes has grown 70 per cent. 


Taxes for high income brackets are — 
lowered, while people on the low- 
income brackets are made to pay 
more. 

“U.S. AID’: The military gangst- 
ers’ budget for this year counts a 
lot on the U.S. “counterpart funds” 
which covers 47 per cent of the re- . 
venue. Most part of “U.S. aid” will 
go to defray military expenditure 
for the upkeep of U.S. and puppet 
army in South Korea. 

RED FIGURE: The _ military re- 
gime took over from Chang Myun 
a debt of 460,000 million whan. On 
top of it there was a deficit of 
67,000 million whan in the first 
nine months last year. More, it is 
expected jo raise 37,500 million 
whan by bonds “and loans. There- 
fore, the financial crisis has be- 
come more acute.

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Traitorous Bargain 


The South Korean military ruling circles have 
been imploring the U.S., Japanese and other for- 
eign monopolies to invest a larger amount of 
capital in South Korea. 

The traitorous military gangsters allowed the 
foreign monopolies to make investments without 
any restriction and take part in the management 
of enterprise. To facilitate the penetration of 
foreign capital the South Korean military au- 
thorities drew up an act on promotion of foreign 
capital investments, and ‘“‘basic rules on foreign 
capital investments and management.” Their 
latest adding is the ‘‘foreign capital investments 
bureau’. 

Now the military regime has decided to “‘in- 
vite’ foreign experts to the “foreign capital in- 
vestments bureau” of the “military government”’, 
and foreigners are given the rights to “‘develop” 
the South Korean economy. 

Saying that their traitorous act is for “‘estab- 
lishment of a self-supporting economy” and “‘a 
foundation for industrialization’’ Pak Jung Hi 
and his followers are attempting to deceive the 
people. 

The history teaches that the imperialists were 
never generous. Nor would they be so ever in 
the future. 

However, it should be noted that it is not for 
nothing for Pak Jung Hi to speak of the “‘devei- 
opment of the country’ and “a self-supporting 


economy’’, while begging foreign capital to cote 


in South Korea, 

The U.S. imperialists are behind everything. 
The ever worsening political uneasiness and 
economic crisis have driven the _ military 
gangsters to despair. Now the U.S. imperialists 
are running amuck in their attempt to bolster the 
tottering military regime. Under a plausible 
name of “aid,” they are set to bring into South 
Korea foreign monopoly capital, particularly that 
of militarist Japan, and make the Pak Jung Hi 
clique collude with international reactionary 
forces. These machinations come from their 
“dollar defence’’ policy. 


AIM OF U.S. IMPERIALISM 


The aggressive policy of U.S. imperialism in 
the Far East is facing two troublesome problems 
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connected with the Korean question. One is the 


clash between the U.S. economic policy and the — 


demands for a broader foreign market of the 
aggressive circles of Japan fostered by the U.S. 
imperialists, and the other is the ever worsening 
position of the U.S. imperialists in South Korea. 

To solve these problems, the U.S. imperialists 
are attempting to soothe the aggressive forces 
of Japan by directing them to South Korea. 

The ‘Hakone talks’® between Rusk and Ikeda 
were for this. At the talks the Japanese reac- 
tionary ruling circles demanded the U.S. side to 
relax the U.S. policy of dumping in Japan and 
the U.S. restriction on imports from Japan. 

However, Walter Heller, Chairman of the 
President’s Economic Council, rejected it flatly 
declaring that the U.S. economic conditions did 
not permit a weakening of the ‘‘dollar defence” 
policy in the near future. 

In the end both sides agreed on what they 
called ‘‘co-ordination’’ between Japan and the 
U.S. in the matter of aid to Asian countries, es- 
pecially of bringing the Japanese monopolies in- 
to South Korea under the cloak of assistance. 

In short, the Japanese militarists are to he 
put on the stage as a shock-brigade of the U.S. 
aggression in Asia, and the U.S. imperialists will 
expand their aggression against the peoples of 
South-East Asia. 

When the Japan-U.S. trade became unfavoura- 
ble to Japan owing to the U.S. “dollar defence” 
policy, the Japanese monopolies, in collusion 
with the U.S. imperialists, increased their export 
to South-East Asia to 1,370 million dollers so 
as to balance their trade. The Japanese mono- 
polies are set to export more to these areas. 

The Japanese monopoly capital’s penetration 
into South Korea would not exert any influence 
on the U.S. position in South Korea. On the con- 
trary, the U.S. position will be strengthened. 

Therefore, the U.S. imperialists instigate the 
Pak Jung Hi clique to bring foreign capital in- 
to South Korea and encourage the Japanese mili- 
tarists to invade Korea again. 

Japanese economy is a dependent to the Unit- 
ed States as a result of penetration of U.S. ca- 
pital into Japan. 

By the way U.S. private capital has gone into 
78 per cent of the textile industry of Japan, 


70 per cent of aluminium, 50 per cent of 
chemistry, 35 per cent of tyre industry, 60 per 
cent of electricity. Besides, 208 major industrial 
enterprises are under the management of U-S. 
_ monopolies. Among them U.S. capital holds more 
than 50 per cent of the stocks of 44 corporations. 
_ {japan Press, December 16, 1959) 

q Likewise, the penetration of Japanese capital 
into South Korea will put South Korea 
under the control of Japan. Under these cir- 
cumstances, the penetration of Japanese mono- 
polies into South Korea means the expansion of 
the U.S. economic aggression and the str eng! 
thening of U.S. colonial plunder. 

_. The same can be said of West German and 
Italian capital which is coming into South Korea. 


WOLVES RUN RIOT 


_ Pak Jung Hi military gangsters are openly 
blaring out that “‘at any risk and swallowing 
the nation pride’ they would invite foreign capi- 
tal into South Korea. 

_ Now the wolves are stealing into South Korea. 
Since the opening of the notorious ‘‘South 
'Korea-Japan talks’’ the Japanese monopolies have 
founded, with “‘aid’’ as a bait, such monopoly 
bodies as “Japan-South Korea Economic Associa- 
tion,’ “‘Japan-South Korea Trade Association,’’ 
“South Korea Development Corporation’ and 
= like. 

According to press reports, a group of Japa 
nese businessmen headed by Yugawa, president 
of “South Korea Development Corporation’’, will 
Visit South Korea with a view to setting up in 
South Korea factories that will process Japanese 
emi-manufactured goods. And it is expected that 
the traitorous clique will ‘loan’ land and faci- 
lities necessary for building such factories. 
The Japanese will build cement, textile, spin- 
Ming, automobile, electric appliances, machine- 
tools, marine-products processing, fishing tackle, 
carbide, chemical fertilizers factories, to name a 
few, With the cheap labour available in South 
Korea the Japanese will produce and sell their 
products in South Korea. Then the ““Japan-South 
Korea Trade Association” dispatched an investi- 
8ation body to South Korea to run factories 
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which have been closed down or cut down opera- 
tion. In this, Mitsubishi Heavy Industry Co., 
Nichiro Fishery, Hitachi Machine, Nihon Cement, 
Fuji Electric Machine, Morinaga Dairy Products, 
Bridgestone Tyre and the like, are playing a 
big part as they did in the past to invade Korea. 

They intend to explore the rich Odaisan dis- 
trict. They boast that they would get 700 million 
tons of coking coal, 900 million tons of lime- 
stone, 100 million tons of iron ore and others. 
They are scheming with the military ruffians 
long-term aggressive plans that cover the fields 
of trade. industry, etc. West German monopolies 
refuse to be second to the Japanese imperialists. 
They too are reaching out their hands to bleed 
the South Korean people white. 

Siemens and  Schuckertwerke joined in a 
syndicate to invest capital in South Korea. They 
have an agreement with the South Korean mili- 
tary gangsters. West German monopolies will 
explore underground resources, and invest capital 
in transportation, ship-building, iron manufactur- 
ing, fertilizer industry, thermo-power generating: 

What will the penetration of Japanese, West 
German and Italian monopoly capitals on top of 
U.S. capital into South Korea bring to the bank- 
rupt South Korean economy? 

Graphic evidence of it is the situation in 
South Korea under U.S. occupation for the past 
16 years. 

U.S. imperialism is the sworn enemy of the 
Korean people. The Korean people will never 
allow the atrocious schemes of the U.S. imperial- 
ists for bringing their puppets into South Korea 
and the traitorous acts of the U.S. and Pak Jung 
Hi military gangsters.
